Employment in New Orleans.— The Ci y 
Council of New Orleans have resolved to give 
employment to 2,000 laborers, in cleaning th< 
streets of the city. The suggest! >n came origi- 
nally from Gen. Butler. Ris propositions were, 
that that number of men be employed in clean- 
ing the streets of the city, as ths "necessities of 
military operations" will djiatn many in the city 
this summer who have been accustomed to leav- 
ing it. He will care fi r his trorps. Ha says : 

'The cpdeaic SO earnestly prayed for by lb* 
wicked will b>ru>r sweep away the strongman, 
although he may oe armed, and leave the weaker 
woman and child onlcuched." Gener&l Butlei 
further pre posts that the city pay to each laborer 
50 cent for each day's work, and be himself will 
give each a ration, which at the present price ( 1 
provisions is worth at least as much more. Pro 
per muster rolls are to be prepared, and nc par I- 
soldier will be employed who does not take the 
oath of allegiar.ee. 

Resigned. — Col. Charles Doubleday, of the 1i 
Ohio cavalry, formerly in command of Fort Scott, 
Kansas, has resigned bis commission. Colonel 
Doubleday is a cousin cf Brig. Gen. Donbleda- , 
who was in Fort Snmpter during the attack on it 
by the rebels. He was Walker'r Commissary 
General in his Nicaragua filibustering expedition. 



IJjT- The Grand Jury of the Madison Circui 
Court closed their labors on Saturday, and report 
ed seventy-eight indictments, twelve of which 
were against parties who left there and j lined the 
Confederate srmy for invading the State, one for 
falso swearing against an attorney, who had, in 
violation of his c institutional oath, aidad ths re- 
bellion, and sixty against cilizsns for tad fame in 
advt eating tha overthrow of the Government 
Tho Mefsergor utider-tands there was proof before 
the Grand Jury that several citizens DM commit- 
ted treason against the Ui i'ed States in fnrni'h 
ing money and sending recruit* to the Southern 
array, and that the e records, with the names of 
the witnesses, will hi forwarded to District Atlor 
nay Harlan. Tl is is as it should be. It is ti ne 
hat ( ur secesh citizens were given to understand 
hat the Government has ths power to protec 

itself. 

Bridge Burners in Mkkckk County —The 
Danville Tribune leirns from Harrodslu-g thai 
it was the bridge across Salt River, on the turn 
pike leading from that place to P.rryville, wlicb 
.vaa destroyed by incendiaries on Monday nigh 
last. The perpetrators cf this unprofitable and 
c mtemptible meanness have not as yet bean dis 
covered. The Tribune thinks it may be a policy 
just initiated, in connection with cutting wires 
ar.d the like, for the purpose of destroying com 
munication between the different officials, atd 
thereby aid in a miserable manner the formation 
aid organization of the guerilla scheme which we 
ire already coarident is on fout in ibis State. Be 
ore this practice of bridge burning gets a better 
bold on us, it should be attended to, and the ac 
tors in every case wheu discovered hung, as they 
merit, like dogs without ceremony. 

Rebel Barbarity. — A moat attrocious piece 
of bubarity was recently p:ipelrated in the Sandy 
Valley. A soldier of the Ohio 40 h. being siek 
had been permitted to stay babind the regimen', 
which was coming down the Sandy. Having he 
come convalescent, he was on his way to join the 
regiment, when he was waylaid by a small party 
of guerillas, who robbed him of his money and 
arms, and even stripped him of his clothing. 
They then placed him a short distanco off, telling 
him they did not intend to kill him, tut merely 
to wound him a little, and then fired at him with 
his own gun, shattering his leg below the knee. 
About twenty secessionists in the neighborhood 
have been arrested, and they wiil be tuken be 
fore the so'.dior for identification, and should he 
rtc.'guizs .ry of them the juilty party will be 
hung. 

Operations of the Mint.— An increased 
coinage of cents has taken place at the Philadel- 
phia Mint daring the month, amounting to $10,- 
000, and this coinage, being double tho usual 
monthly amount, will c mtinue for a considerable 
period loDger. The mint offers at any time to give 
cents for United States demand notes. It has 
recently recoined $500,000 in eagles, sent from 
New York, into gold dollars, for the convenience 
of the Government. A laige amount cf gold and 
silver are expec ed dating the coming three 
months from the mines of California, Colorado, 
and Washoe, and in less than a month the heavy 
premium now charged for specie may be mate- 
rially reduced. 

CHJ-The case of the United States against John 
H .rman Dills, on a charge of treason, was brought 
to a close at Frack'ort on Wednesday, by the 
jury coming into court with a verdict otnot guilty. 
The Commonwealth says the case was one i f 
great importance, being the first trial for trea rn 
that has ever occurred in Kentucky. The prose- 
cution was conducted on the part of the United 
States by Hon. James Harlan ; the defenca by T. 
N. Lindsay, A. H. Ward, and James F. Robinson 
— Mr. Robinson making the concluding argument 
for the prisoner. In the discussion of the various 
questions involved, both legal and in tho pre- en 
ta:ion of the evidence, it was manifest that the 
bir of Kentucky is still able and maintains its old 
renown. 

Green River Guerillas. — The Evansville 
Journal states that on the last trip of the Mattie 
Co: k a party of men were sent up Groan river 
iih a lot of provisions for the iKh Pennsylvania 
cavalry, who were expected to arrive at Asobys- 
barg. Hardly bad the provisions arrived at that 
miserable secession hole before news was brought 
to the guard that a band of guerillas was on the 
march to capture them and their stores. The 
stores were promptly sent back to tho Mattie 
Cook, and have reached Evansville. The Jour- 
nal did Ib-i-.i that the guard b ,1 a skirmish with 
ho guerillas, but cinnot vouch for the correct- 
ness of the statement.

'Tho opinion of tho 
Judge sustains the views taken by tho counsel 
for the United States. 

S. Bolts is the Union can- 
didate for the Lsgijlatnre in Fleming county, to 
fill the vacancy cccisioned by the resignation of 
the Hon. L. W. Ar draws, now running for Cir- 
cuit Judge in that District. The Maysvi le Eigle

Botts. An able lawyer, a consorvative politician, 
and a patriotic and estimable citizen, he will prove 
an accession of great value to the counsels of the 
State. 

The Crops. — I'he Carrollton (Ky ) News says 
the wheat crop in Carroll, Gallatin, Owen, and 
Henry counties, and a portion of Trimble, is 
heavier ard better this season than it has been 
for years. The oats, however, in geieral, are 
scarcely worth cutting, on account of the rust. 
The grass crop lo ki fine, ard never promised a 
more cbuudant yield. The corn, and especially 
the earliest planted, looks remaikibly th ifty, 
has a good color, and bias fair to be a remunera- 
tive crop 

egy The Paris Citizen states that on Saturday 
list the iron bridge over Dry Creek, where the 
lower river rocd crosses that stream about seven 
milos from Newport, Ky., fell down with a great 
crash. A dr ive of cattle belonging to Mr. Joseph 
D. Kennedy was crossing the structure at ihe 
lime. Twenty-fire of llnm \v;re percipitated to 
ihe bid of the stream, but fjrtunatoly none were 
killed, though several wore quite severely in- 
jured. Tho bridge is a total wreck. 

Extraordinarily Quick Passage. — The 
Cunard sieamebip Scotia, commanded by the vet- 
eran Capt. Judki.os, which arrived at New Yotk 
on Tuesday from Liverpool, made an extraordina- 
rily qtTck passage. The Scotia left Liverpool at 
about 2 P.M. on tbe 21st < f June and Quoens- 
town on the 221, at 4 P. M , and arrived off the 
battery July 1, at 7:15 A. M. The running time 
from Li.erpool was 9 days 14 l{ hours and from 
Queenatown 8 days 9 honrs 2 minutes. 



Painful At cident.— Dr. Porre, of Richmond, 
met with an accident on Monday last which came 
nigh proving fatal. The Messenger says in 
mounting a horse the animal startod befoto he 
was in the saddle, and bsing unable to check him 
the doctor was thrown ajzainst the curbing, the 
horse stepping on tho side of his h-:ad, cutting an 
ugly gash, and badly mangling his left ear. The 
doctor received otber ir juries on his person, but 
we are happy to hear that he is improving. 



UNION MEETING IN NEW YORK. 
TUB UNION AS IT WAS. 
THE COSSTITUriOIf AS IT IS. 
On Tuesday night a meeting was held at ths 
Cooper Insti ute of the friends of ihe Uoion as it 
was and tbe Constitution as it is. From tbe Jour- 
tal cf Commerce we take the following particu- 
lars: 

At li o'clock, one hoar b.fore the doors were 
'brown open, crowds began topour into tbe squaro 
i i front of the Institute from all parts of tha city. 

When the doors wero thrown ( pen the people 
rushed in through tbe two entrances, and .-cr.m- 
•led np the aisl s in a wild rti-h for salts. In a 
few minutes all thechaiis ware filled; an I at least 
i thousand were obliged to stand iu the aisles, off 
pr p Iherrsilves up against tbe wkIIs and each 
.rher eight feet deep. A larger audience has not 
>aen Seeu. and could not be crammed into the 
rreit hall of the Institute. As * iewed from the 
ilalforin, the audionco appsarod to be made up 
nain ly of business men who are not accustomed 
o show themselves at political meetings of any 
lame. 

T he platform was occupied by the gentlemen 
f the committee under whnsa auspices the meet- 
ng was held, and by dis'inguished eitizans from 
arious walks of life — anvme* thorn Ex-Gov. 
Price, <f Sew Jersey, and Hsnrv G.-innell, E q 
Above the platfoim was suspended a binner rep 
esonting a full blooded American eagle tearing a 
rebel dig, flicked on one side by emblems of 
oescefal industiy, and on the other by those of 
war.

The nominal loo wa- ratified unan- 
imously, ami with enthusiastic epp'ause. 
Mr. Chauncey, on assuming ibe cneir, returned 

He said that wa ware 
called logetherto ioiiiate a movement which will 
aectrried on until we can redeem our c [TO, try 
frcSH her present position He h pad that the 
movement Wv.uld be general throughout the coun- 
try. We see indications in the elections of the 
Western States, and in the expression of publij 

pinion in this city,and in the pra-e.oce of this vast 
meeting, of the success which will be sura to at- 

end upon the muveinent started in this Hall. 

After tho appointment of numerous Vice-Presi- 
dents and Secretaries, Mr. Chariej A. May ( ffered 
tha following resolutions: 

L Rttolied, That in the present c isis, when 
our beloved country is involved in civil war, aid 
the foundations of our Constitution are in danger 
of being o.erthrown, it is the doty of every 
American citizen, laying aside all pnjudice* and 
attachments, whether of party or locali y, to da- 
vote his energies, his fortune, and, if netd be, his 
t i f -, to the preservation, tha defence, and ihepsr- 
petuitv of the American Union. 

2. That in considering the dangers which im- 
mediately threaten the Union we tied two falla- 
cies attempting to accomplish the workof destruc- 
tion. Tbe one beiog that of secession, culminat- 
i g in the rebellion of Southern cilizins, who by 
foice of arms have attacked the glorious fabric 
which our fathers erected, the or her being that of 
abolition, which has induced Northern disunion - 
ists to declare their enmity to t h Consti ution, 
that noble instrument which is the holy bond of 
orotherbood of Americans. 

3. That while the Government is engaged in 
the work of suppres.ii-g the first named class of 
foes to the Uui n, it is our du y as citizens to 
sustain our government aid defend ic from all 
enemies at home and abroad; and that in this na- 
tional emeigency, banishing all feelings of mere 
passion or resentment, we should recollect only 
tur duty to the whola country; that this war 

bould not be waged on our pari, in any spirit of 
oppression, or for at y purpose of conq iest or sub- 
jugation or of overtnrowing or interfering with 
the rights or establi-hed institutions of States, 
but to defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution, and ••. preserve the Union, with all 
tbe dignity, equality, and rights of the eaveral 
States unimpaired; and as soon as these objects 
are accomp:isbed the war ought to cease. 

4. That in dealing wi h the other class of foes 
to tbe Uuion, it becomes every citizen to bear in 
mind tha advice of ihe fathers. Ooeying the 
sage commands of Washington, tbey *hould re 
men.bir that the Union is the main pillar of our 
real indepsndence, the support of our tranquillity 
at home, our peace ib.oad, our safety, our pros • 
perity, our liberty. That as this is the point in 
our political fortress against which tha batteries 
of internal and external enemies will be most 
constantly and actively (iften coverily and in.-ol- 
ioasly) directed, we suould cherieh a cordial, 
habitual, and immovable attachment to it, accis- 
oming ourselves to think and speak of it as tbe 

pillaliamof oar political safety and prosperity, 
watcbiog for ils preservation with jaalons anxie 
ly, discountenancing wharover may suggest even 
a suspicion that it can in any event be abandoned, 
and indignantly frowning uponthe ri rst dawning of 
every attempt to alienate any portion of our coun- 
try from the rear, or to enfeeble ti e sacred ties 
which now link together the various parts. That 
towards tbu pre.»rvatiou of our Government it is 
requisite not only that we discountenance irregu 
lar opposition to its acknowledged authority, such 
as ia now exhibited ae the Soutii, aud has been 
exhibited at tbe North in personal liberty bills 
and other unconstitutional legislation, but also 
that we resist with care tha spirit of innovation 
upon its princli les, however specious the pretext. 
That in the doc.rine of leading radical politicians, 
newspapers, and orators, that secession ordinances 
are operative to destroy tha Uoion, we recognizs 
an innovation on those principles, which has 
been correctly characterize by a member 
of tbe Cabinet as tending to aid and abet 
tbe Southern Confederates, and which is 
designed to be hostile to the Union. 
That in tha plans of tbe E nptncipalio.n Lsague, 
comp.se of certain distinguished radical leaders 
of the Republican parly, to exclude from tha 
Union ail States which do not abolisb slavery, wo 

eo an attack upon the American Union. That in 
the proposition to erect a war power above tho 
Ccnstiiution, for the purpose of abolishing slavery 
by its means, wo find another plan to subvert tha 
American system. That in all the plans and 

coemes of radicalism we can see no patriotism, 
no loyalty, no honesty, but that they are cleatly, 
though insidiously, designed iquilli' with the 
plans of the Southern disunionists, to overthrow 
ibe Constitution, and erect in in its place a new 
government, on principles of tyranny over those 
who differ from lnajoriiies in views of right. 

5. That lo such measures of tba Administration 
.s may be consonant with the Constitution we 
rill at all limes y hid a hearty support. That 
he prompt action of the President in revoking 

the proclamations i f certain abolition Generals 
should receive the approbation of all Con-ervative, 
Union- lovicg citizens from whom onr Govern- 
ment derives i's chief support in men and means 
to carry on tha war; and that ihe continual 
pressing of the negro question n on the attention 
of the country, and the constant attempts in 
Congrecs and elsewhere to connect the abolition 
f slavery with the work of the army, is an in- 
nlt to our brave and gallant bro hers in tbe field 
for the Union and the Constitution, and for no 
0 her ciuse. 

6. That tbe at Uiers composing the armies of 
the Union have merited a nation's thanks, and 
will receive a nation's care, and npon thoir victo- 
rious return wa will meet tham with rej i.ing 
praise ; and should they fall in the cause we will 
build monuments lo their memories, while loir 
wues and children will be a precious legacy t" be 
tenderly cared for, as theebj-tcts of our Nation's 
guardianship. That we tender our hearty thanks 
to tbe leaders of tbe two great armies of tbe East 
and of lha Wasr, lo General George B. McClel- 
Ian for the skill ar.d ability which planned the 
campaigns, and for ihe calm self-possession which 
be nas exhibited order the base a'taiki of aboli- 
ionists whilst he his bravely foupht the enemy 

undar great obstacles, and to Gineral Halleck for 
his brilliant successes; that our armies are not 
enlisted in any other cause than that of the Con- 
stitution and the Union; and tint the allegation 
of the abolitionists that the s Jdiars of New York, 
or of ihe country, are fighting for negro freedom 
or negro cqaality, dishon. rs as good and brave 
man as the sun ever shone upon. 

7. 'Hut this is a G ivernment of white men, 
and was established exclusively for the white 
race; that the negro race are not entitled to and 
ought not to bo admitted to political or social 
equili'.y wiih the white race, bat that it is our 
duty to treat them with kindness and considera- 

ion as an inferior and dependent race; that the 
right of the several States lo determine the posi- 
tion and duties of the race is a sovereign right, 
and the pledges of the Constitution require Ui as 
yal citizens not to iuterfere therewith. 

8 Tnat the wholes »le extravagance, the plun- 
dering by contractors, tha waste of means which 
is also indirectly a waste cf bl ?od and life, which 
have so frequently appeand in the conduct of the 
war, as exposed by committees of Congress, com- 
mittees on claims, and in other ways, tending to 
national bankruptcy and individual impoverish- 
ment, demand our pro'ound enndsmnation, and 
that the pseple, already burdened enormously, 
yet willing to bear all neco c sary burdans for the 
Union's sake, do nevertiieless demand in the 
loudest tones that their lifs-blood shall not bs 
drained in this mannor, for the binefit of infa 
mous robbers of the natijn who profess so loudly 
to bs the defenders of tba coun'ry, but whose at- 
tachment is as deadly as that of the vampire. 

9. That the Union as it was, is the Union of 
Washington and of tho Fathers, tbe Union which 
has made America illustrious among tbe nations; 
the Union which was the most benoficent govern- 
ment known to man. That the Constitution as it 
is is tba hope of tbe nation, adhering to and pro- 
tected by which we shall be a^ain free, happy, 
and glorious, departing from and destroying 
which, we shall be left with only the rains of a 
great nation around us, out of which no man can 
prophecy any new Union, or construct any be'ter 
Constitution. That, balisving in these principles, 
aid praying for tho guidance and blessing of God 
on our efforts; we, the representatives of various 
political parties, and of all classes and employ- 
ments and prcfessions, do solemnly reaffirm our 
allegiai cs lo the Con9'itutioa as it is, and pledge 
cur lives, our fortunes, and our honors to tha 
Cause of tbe Union as it was. 

Ihe resolutions were frequently interrupted 
with applause. The third resojltiou was received 
with a succession of cheers. The mention of Gen. 
McClellan'a nume was greeted with the wildest 
enthusiasm, las'.iog several minutes. 

The c'lairman than introduced Hon. Charles A. 
Wickiifla. of Kentucky, who was again welcomed 
most cordiail . ■. After the many cheets for him 
had died away, some oue called fur "elisors for 



Ken u ky," and for " l ennessae, the home of An 
drew Jackson," which were given with tremen- 
dous good will. To a question "who is the spsak- 
ei?" from a person who bad not caught Mr Wi:k- 
litie's name, he replied in a voico which rang 
through the hall — "only an old msn from Ken 
lucky." 

He then proceeded to speak as f illows: 

iPEECH OF HON. CHA8 A. WICELIFFE. 

Mr. Chairman ard Fell >w Citizens: I have 
come before you to-i.ight sufforing under some 
degree of pain from bodily alflictioi and advanced 
ace, because my colleague, Senator Crittenden 
^bud cheers ], whom you would all delight to 
near, was unable to coma. I coma on a mission — 
thank God it is not a political mission, bat a mis 
sion to lord mv humble voice in behalf of a Unim 
and a Government threatened by violence in th 
fUld and by ireachery in the Congre s of the 
United States [Applaus ]. I only wi«h that 'he 
abolitionists wi'fj wni m I have bean in conflict 
this winter at the Cao iial would have bean liar, 
to wi'ness the patriotic fooling that I have wit 
nass-d to night. [\ppUuse] My text shall b», 
The Union as it was, and the C >usti u i m as it 
is — Jie bo - d ' f th'n Union mast and shell be pre 
sjrved [Loud arp'ausej Fel'ow ci izsns, I 
have been engarred in my o wn humb'a way in the 
State of Kentuck . to prevent tha p'opU of that 
Commonweal' h f"Ti taking that fatal step — 
ecession. Thi Union pany men of Ken 
'ticky have suc;neded in quieting the 
public excrement growing out of the issus upon 
which the reli liion is based Naverthelesi our 
position has been misunderstood sb-ond. It has 
not been properly estimated. Wa never en'er- 
tain»d the idea of making war upin Inn Gov 
arnment, which G- d gave us through the agency 
of tha men of the Revolution aud of the Convan 
'ion that framed the Coos i p. hn, hat we desired 
if possible not to take part in the activo confix' 
and tusbed our brothers' blsol. We wished lo 
preserve a kind of neutrality, and if this war 
should in its consequences leafi to tho destruction 
of the Constitution and the Union, we wanted 
history to re ord the f-.c that there was one 
irreon s>po* in tho Union in which bro'har did not 
war with li-oiher We sought to interpose when- 
ever tbe occesinn shou'd present itself in Its hops 
ful asp-ct, and say to tha two parties, "Let.u* 
sat le thi* q i»stion between vou." [Applause ] 
Bat when tne sacred *il of Kentucky was inva 
tied by the S .utfcern army, and it became neces 
sary lor the men of our Sta'e to take a stand 
against them, th»v sprang forth like Ihe follow- 
er.! of Roderick Dhu. and we have now in the 
field upwards of 30 000 men vindiciting and 
in .i itaining the Uuion as it was. [Loud ap 
plauso | 

Simoc'ifor the position of Kentucky. How 
she bas behaved herself io tha battle-field is no' 
te me to tell. What she intends to do hereafter 
I could answer, if it were not for the mad, hellish 
measures of tbe eboli:ionists (applause). 1 will 
not go into the consideration of tha causes which 
have produced tbe present unhappy condition of 
Iho cou itry ; but I must be nennuted lo give my 
most unqualified denial ard denunciation to the 
assumption that slavery was the ciuse (applause). 
It wan the Con hilled ugitatinn of the question of 
slavery — he quarrelling and wrani'ling in the 
Congress of the United States, ter.di-ig only to 
alienation batwoen tha two sections, and rosul ing 
ia ah I it ion in the North, and secession in the 
Sooth (spplansa). Tbe remark by Singleton, of 
Mississippi, to Livsj ry, of Illinois, calling him a 
negro thief, did much to widm the breach bs- 
tween tho N rth and South. 1 have heard more 
thau onca during the last session, wi h pain and 
modification, the remark m ide, that no slave- 
hold -r could be a Uuion man. My blood was 
stirred in my old veins, ai d 1 rose in my place, 
on one occasion, and gave it the lie direct (ap 
plau«e) I met it by saying that eight-tenths of 
tbe eUve owners in my sec ion of the Union ware 
unc inditional Uuion men, and desired only to re- 
store it to its wonted condition (.rp ause). 

We have bean charged with ool being Union 
men, because of our opp isition to extraordinary 
measures, which were calculated not to restore 
the Union, but to tear it asunder forever. We 
have opposed tha dogma that there shall be no 
union of these Stntoi until every clave is free. 
| Applause, j 1 but utter the language of at least 
iwo representatives from your own State when I 
s ay this. [A voice — They disgrsca the S ate. | 
I do not Say that; but I do say they have been a 
very great annoyance to the psace of the country. 
[Voices — Who are ihey ? Name them | Mr. 
Foster and Mr. Sedgwick. [Groans ai d ex- 
pressions of disaprobation | We have been 
gravely fold that ibere cm be no Union while 
slavery exists — that there will be only revolution. 
I fe*r there will be no peace nolsss tne abolition- 
ists throw down their puns and Lold their tongues 
| Applause."] Thev say that the slave power must 
oe overthrown What do they mean by the stave 
power? I need rot tell you that ihsonly power 
that can be wielded in this country is that given 
by the Constitution. Tbeslaveholding States aro 
entitled by tbe Constitution to a three fifth, rep 
reseniation for all their slaves. If that compro- 
mise had not been made, we might have been 
c ompi lied to linger out a mis irable exislance un- 
der the old Confederation as separate c u uries. 1 
tell you that that compromise was nacecsary to 
our existence asa nationality. 

A distinguished citizsn of tha North, once 
President of the United State->, but afterward i a 
menibor ■ Congress, once made use of this lan- 
guage in discussing the question of aporlionment: 
"i'hat piovi.sion of the Constitution," said he, 
"was an infamous fraud bv tbe Southern dele- 
gates upon the eradniity of Northern representa- 
tives, and so long as God gives me power to speak 
or Wield tba pen, I will not cease my labors until 
the accursed article is torn from the instrument." 
(Sensation ) It inaJe my blood run old when 1 
beaid it, and it made an impression on mo that 
can never be effaced. From that day commerces!, 
in my opinion, the organization cf sectional par- 
lias with tbe design to deelroy tbe Constitu.ion. 

But what injury has the slave power dona to 
the North? Did it uot give you the territory 
northwest of the Ooio. cut of which have sprung 
liva free States? Did it not give you Louisiana, 
Texas, and if you please, California? Take tha 
history of your ountry. Who was at the head 
of your Government in 1812, when Great Rri - 
ain sought to degrade your flag and impress your 
s.-amai ? James Monroe. Who fl ck.d to your 
standard to vindicate sailors' rights and fiea 
trade? Wai the South backward in that strug- 
gle? (Applause ) Where was N«w E igland? 
(blisses ) Whero was Governor Strong's mili- 
tia? Organized f r home consumption — refus 
ing to cross the 1 no — refu.iug to sur- 
render the command aud justifying it. I do not 
want to say one word to harm any mar; 1 do to 
want to denounce tbe paopla ot Massachusetts at 
the present lime. Although there are some of 
theui very fond of the negro, others, I am happy 
to say, are not so. (Lnugh'er ) Let me pat the 
qaesrion to you who are ci' izsns of New York: I', 
»fter the battle of Ball Run— no, I will not call 
it a battle — it had bsen announced that ihe States 
in rebellion ware to become territories, ard that 
the property of citizens were to be confiscated and 
their slaves let loose, how nuny volun ears would 
have gone to the war from this S ate? (Voice-. — 
"None," "None.") I believe you speak theson- 
lim n' of nine tenths of the men that are now 
enlisted in the war. 

I was struck with the position assumed, tt the 
c immencement of this process of secession, by a 
powerful and influential papsr, that to* k the 
gr und that tbe Government ought to lot the 
Sooth go, and not attempt to keep them baik by 
any means. (Voices— "Name tha paper" — "The 
Tribune" — groa s) Why the change in the tone 
of Ibat paper since it has been li tt by memberi 
of Congress, that the war shall continue ti l 
every slave ia frei? Let us look at this question. 
Do not misunderstand me. If I havo any desire 
on earth next to the salvation of tho country, it 
is its restoration as it was. (Applause ) Tbe 
leaders of ths rebellion havo smnad greatly 
against God and their country. Had they re- 
tained their places in Coogress, they could have 
preserved the Constitution. Ihey deserve to 
suffer the penalties of the law. By the way, I 
wish I bad thought to bring a bundle of tbe confis- 
cation bills with me. (Laughter.) Why, sir, they 
propose to confi.-cate ths estate of ©very man, 
woman, aud child not only in the rebel States bnt 
in tho border States also. They do not leave a 
woman hardly a change of cljihes or a cradle for 
her child. A father is fighting among tho rebelr; 
his son is enlisted in tbe Union army. The 
father's estate is confiscated, and tbe eon is lefi 
penniless and houieless. They say that the con- 
fiscation money is to assist in defraying tho ex- 
penses of the war. The bill contains a provision 
lhat the first money made out of it shtll be paid 
into the Treasury, to be applied to pay the deb s 
which tho Southern people owe the Northern 
people They propose to raise in this way $300,- 
000,000 — and to take the property ef one man 
tOfpay another's debts! It was even proposed by 
Lovejoy that the land shou'd be taken and given 
to tbe negroes who ware to be set free, [blisses ~j 
Now, I will discuss the constitutional question. 
It is considered out of order by the abolitionists in 
Congress now to even Lame the Conatii ution. 
(Liughter ) Some 40 yaais ago, when I was in 
Congress, a member from Tennessee remarked to 
ma, of certain men who wete in the habit of in- 
dulging iu some useless discus -ion, that they ought 
to have tbe oath admini-t-red to them every 
morning— b»y forgot it so so in. (Laughter) 
M .ka the application if you please. Tnese mau 
propose to strip men of their homesteads and turn 
loose their negroes. G-ntlemen, it is an outrage 
— an unchristian attempt to carry on the war 
against tbe S 'Utharn people. Why are we anx- 
ious to bring back the Southern people. The res- 
olutions to tell you. If it were only a question of 
intertst that would he suflki-nr. The prosperity 
of tho nation demands it. Divided, we upon the 
borders, no matter to which side we may lean, are 
destined to eternal war. But what do these men 
in Congress propose todi? To tarn our slaves 
loose upon us in the border States and impoverish 
ns. Such will be tbe effect of either of the con- 
fiscation bills that havo passed the Senate or the 
House. G d grant that such a bill may not re- 
ceive the Executive Sanc ton. That is my only 
hope. If he only has the narve to do it tho Uoion 
is preserved and restored in less than six months, 
or you may take my head off. (l>oud applause) 
But if such a law is approvoo, no man in this 
bouse will see the dry whan the Union will bo re- 
stored. You may have a nominal government, a 
government of force, bnt no harmony, no effective 
Union. 

S imo people wou'd get rid of slavery in this 
way. What is to become of your cotton mills in 
New Eigland if the growth of that article is do- 
-trnyed? And destroyed it will be if ycu destroy 
the lab a that now produces it. The idea that thu 
slaves when fr«ed will work with willingness in 
the cotton-hold is fallacious. I speak knowiog'y. 
Like tha man from Pennsylvania, who, when ine 
sutject if taxes on hogs was under discussion, 
said ho understood lhat business better than any 



ons present, beciuse he was raised among them 
(liu^hte); so I say in regard to negroes One 
out of five m .y make a living; the rest will o rn 
about as much as will feed and clothe them; or if 
'hey don't do that they will steal to make it up 
(L.ughter.) 

Oar Secretary of the Treasury, under some 
law— it must be the higher law, I reckon— is un- 
n alt !. ni! t0 wo,k ub3a ' 9,009 negroes on farms at 
the public expense. 1 be farming interest is nn- 
der the military government, and the educational 
interest is under the dtfl authority (laughto-), 
and one Mr. Piexce, I believe, has charge of the 
Civil Dapirtmant. They tried what thay called 
an agent— they usrd to bee ill d overseers. These 
agent', bowevor. did notsncceed uoder Mr. Chase's 
ol-ar; eo thay triad tho plan of putting one negro 
over a gang 0 f twentv, to see that tnev went to 
<vor K at the proper time, and quit at the proper 
lime, and dil iheir woik as |r should he. The 
ootisequ-ncs was, tha neg-oes rebelled They 
^aid, " This is too much iCe tho way wa used to 
d i we cime lure to get free " So thoy rebelled, 
ind several undertook to escape, and were shot by 
'ha mili ary. Thon a co oflicr aroso batwaan tha 
civil and military au'hori v, and the difficulties 
increased. Such is the re ult of the destruction 
of the system of labor by emancipa'ion. 

Now, gentlemon, vou all wan» this war ended, 
don tjoo? (Voic s," "yes, yes ") You want the 
Union and the Constitution restored, do you not? 
( lea, yes.") Then go to work at your ballo' 
noxes; stir up ths patriotism of ths country. Do 
not seek, like the s cvtsi mists of the South, to 
.-cdress your grievances oat of the Union but in 
it, like freemen. Let none falter or fail. 1 tell 
you vour government will havo no peace unless 
be Union is restored as it waV The vounges' 
man that now hours my voice will not live long 
-nough to sea pesos in the United States, if ih» 
hsll-born meastir-s to which I have adver'ed 
shall become tho law of the land. (Loul ap- 
plause.) 

Speeches were also mads by Hon. William 
Duer, Jamas Brooks, ard Fernando Wood, and 
he meeting bnka up about 103^ o'clock, with 
hroe rouslog cheers for tbe Union, at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Wickliffe, of Kentucky. 

Among the letters read was the following from 
iho Hon. John J. Crittenden: 

Washington, June 18 b, 1862. 
Gentlemen: I have h»d th« honor To receive 
vour letter of ivitation of the 16 h in«t, to ad- 
dress a meeting of a the citizens of Nsw York, 
irrespective of party, at ths Cooper Institute, on 
ha 1st day of July next, &C. 

I am sens ; ble of the honor done me by your in- 
vitation, and gratified for it, hut ycu must permit 
me lo decline its acc=p'snce. If Congresi should 
not ai*j urn before the day of your meeting, my 
iiuhlic duties will require my presencs here; if it 
l ies adj urn, my duty will oblige me in all proba- 
bility to roturn Lo Kentucky without delay. 

You state, gentlemsn, that the "object of the 
me-j' ing is to give expression to the sentiments 
of our people who are opposed to the continued 
agiiation of the negro quostion, and in favor of 
orosecu'ing the war for the res'oration of the 
Uoion ai it was, and maintaining the Constitu- 
tion as it is, and for no other parp. ss." 

Most sincerely and z alousiy do I concur in the 
olj ct of your mae'ing I trist that y mr exam- 
ple will bs fol'owed, anl that popular meetings 
throughout ths w >ole country will express the 
same noble and patriotic semiments. 

In these ssn'imants and a pnlic- - conformsble to 
them, we would, in my opinion, find an early re- 
union and an early n«aca. How else, or when 
wo can i a ■■.in tbess blsssir,g-, I know not. 

The occasion is great enough to maka'it be 
coming in the paopla to speak cut and enlighten 
Iheir representatives.

sxrvativeg. Nor after the war is ended can the 
rebel leader* be punuhed too severely. 
But while tho war continues, let us pros- 
ecoto it according to the rules of civ- 
ilized warfare; and, when it is over, let 
us punish tho leaders according to the 
constitution.

tS"Thc radicals of the North have a great 
deal to say concerning a more vigorous prose 
cution of the war, and are very lavish in their 
sneers at the conservatives of the country, in- 
cluding the President himself, for sanctioning 
what is called in radical parlanco the rose 
water policy. And wc notice with more re 
gret than surprise that here and there a patriot 
of the South, goaded to fury in the progress of 
the Btrife, is joiuing blindly in the radical cry. 
It is well that clear notions should be had on 
this point. Nothing surely but confusion of 
thought can beget difference of opinion in the 
matter between men who abhor socession and 
national dissolution more than they do slavery. 

For our own part, we arc in favor of the 
most vigorous prosecution of the war attains 
ble. We would have the whole energy of the 
people concentrated promptly in the military 
arm, and launched at the rebellion in the most 
effective way known to the military art. We 
arc for the prosecution of the war as vigorously 
as it can be prosecuted. And we have bsen 
for this from the instant the war became a 
fixed fact. And so have the conservative^nen 
of the country at large. Bat what is a vigor 
ous prosecution of the war? The question is 
worthy of the gravest consideration. It came 
up at the very outset of the war, receiving one 
solution from the conservatives of the nation, 
and another from the radicals. Mark the 
two solutions. 

The conservatives maintained that a vigor 
ous prosecution of the war involved disciplined 
troops in superior numbers, wielded by skilful 
commanders, according to the established rules 
of civilized warfare. This was and is the con- 
servative idea of a vigorous prosecution of the 
war. Itembracestwo great points. 1. Disciplined 
troops in superior numbers. 2. The wielding 
of such troops by skilful commanders accordin 
to the established rules of civilized warfare. 
The radicals, on the contrary, maintained that 
a vigorous prosecution of the war involved an 
immediate attack upon the enemy in his strong 
holds, regardless of both strategy and disci- 
pline, accompanied by laws or decrees of 
general confiscation and emancipation. This 
was and is the radical idea of a vigorous pros 
ecution of the war. It as well as the con- 
servative idea embraces two great points. 
1. Instantaneous and indiscriminate fight 
ing. 2. Wholesale confiscation and emanci- 
pation. 

. The radical idea in its first branch was early 
tested. The result was Bull Hun. Tho rad 
ical idea in this branch was then rejected and 
in lien of it the conservative idea was adopted. 
The result has been the long and unbroken 
series of brilliant victories that has since 
crowned our arms. The first part of tho nidi 
cal idea is disposed of forever. But the second 
part is Btill urged clamorously, and is now 
what the radicals have particularly in mind 
when they talk or write about a more vigorous 
prosecution of the war. They mean by this 
phrase, not the calling of more troops into the 
service or the conducting of military opera- 
tions with new energy, as the conservatives 
mean, but the fnlmination of laws or decrees 
of confiscation and emancipation, in defiance 
alike of the constitution and of the established 
rules of civilized warfare. In short, they mean 
bjja more vigorous prosecution of the war 
simply a more thorough impoverishment of 
the vanquished. 

But the vanquished cannot be so impovor 
ished until they are vanquished, and in the 
meantime the fear of such impoverishment 
will render more difficult the tack of vanquish- 
ing them. The radical idea of a more vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war is thus self-contra- 
dictory and absurd. It consists in the hurling 
of paper edicts which cannot take effect until 
the war is over and that servo meanwhile to 
strengthen and stimulate the enemy. It in 
sores the more vigorous prosecution of the 
war by the rebels instead of by the Govern 
ment. It is destructive in its tendency, even 
so far as the -mere prosecution of the war is 
concerned, and doubly so in respect to the sub- 
sequent re-establishment of the national au- 
thority. It is a most insane and ruinous idea. 

Its futility is very clearly exhibited by Sen 
ator Browning in one of his strong and elo 
quent speeches against confiscation. "Are 
paper manifestoes," said he, replying to a 
brother Republican inthe Senate, "the Sena- 
tor's mode of fighting the war? Does ho ex- 
pect to march against the rebels with his paper 
ballets that he manufactures here, alone? He 
speaks of our being in a gigantic war. Are we 
to put down that war by paper bulletins that 
we issue here, or are we to do it by the strong 
arm of the military and naval power of the 
Government? Why, sir, when we march 
our armies, wherever we march them, we may 
take without stint or limitation all property 
of every kind and character that is subject to 
seizure and confiscation under the law; and 
when we have done it we do not need your pa- 
per bulletins to aid us; and unless we do march 
and take it, all that you put upon paper is a 
nullity. They laugh you to soorn if that is 
the best showing of power that you can mako 
against them." The destructiveness of the 
idea is attested strikingly by another 
Republican Senator. "For my part, sir," 
exclaimed the statesmanlike and gifted 
Cowan, alluding the other day to tho 
moasures of the radicals, "I fiardly ever 
think of one of them which is calculated to 
run counter to the will of the Southern people, 
and to contravene their fixed beliefs, but I see 
before me, in my mind's eye, the dead from 
the ranks of my countrymen falling because of 
the introduction of such measures." So 
much for the radical idea of a more vig- 
orous prosecution of the war. It is a sad ab- 
surdity. It is a grievous cheat. 

The conservatives of the country, on the 
other hand, are sincerely in favor of a more 
vigorous prosecution of the war, and they aro 
taking the proper steps to secure it. The 
President's call for an additional force 
of three hundred thousand men is 
strictly in pursuance of the conserva- 
tive idea of a more vigorous prosecution of the 
war. It is a grand illustration of that idea. 
Nay, it is the offspring of the idea. Besides 
this increase of troops, let the operations of 
the war be conducted with a corresponding in- 
crease of energy, and the conservative idea of 
a more vigorous prosecution of the war will be 
fully realized. The war cannot be prosecuted 
too vigorously to rait the wiahes of the con- 



The President's recent call for three hun- 
dred thousand additional volunteers "to bring 
this unnecessary and injurious civil war to a 
speedy and satisfactory conclusion," will find 
ready and patriotic response in the great 
heart of the nation. The policy of tho rcbtsls 
has forced every man within tho Confederate 
Stales capable of bearing arms into their ser- 
vice; neither yonth nor old ago has been 
spared; the order has been imperative and the 
most severe penalties have bcon visited 
upon those who refused, or gave a luke- 
warm acquiescence. The effect of this call 
will be cheering to all loyal persons as 
indicating a determination to meet the foo 
in equal numbers and by ono giant effort to 
crush forever the spirit of insurrection. The 
call, based in it was upon the urgent solicita- 
tion of the Governors of States, must have an 
mportant influence abroad, and teud to check 
the intrusive desires of Europe to mediate or 
interfere with the United States as to tho mode 
or timo they will tako in puttiog down the 
insurrection in the disloyal States. It is a 
significant and eloquent warning to France 
and Great Britain that we are ready 
to brave the world in arms befjre wc will sub- 
mit to any impertinent intermeddling in our 
affairs. Tho warning has been diplomatically 
given that the recognition of our rebellious 
States as a distinct nationality will be resisted 
and punished, and when Europe seci that wo 
hive the energy to resist she will know that 
we have the power to punish. Nothing has 
sustained the rebellion mcro potently than the 
delusive hopM of a recognition by foreign 
powers, and although the leading unfriendly 
nations of Europe have given us assurances of 
their determination to preserve a strict neutral- 
ity in tho contest, still, when we remember how 
hardly they are pressed by the "cotton famine," 
and how sincere they can be when their interest 
renders it politic to cloak their designs under 
the garb of friendship, we must treat them as 
if we were perfectly aware that they would 
"keep tho word of promiso to our ear and 
break it to our hope." This voluntary upris- 
ing of a great army to give the coup de grace 
to the secession conspiracy will show that we 
are terribly in earnest, and the indignant mut- 
terings of the American people at the unfriend- 
ly strictures of the French and English press 
muBt convinco them that we havo the 
resolution, the will, and the means 
to meet and crush any unfriendly combination 
that may be directed against our national dig- 
nity. If the peoplo of those countries have 
been amicably disposed toward us, the con- 
stant discussion of this question of intervention 
in their journals must eventually weaken the 
kindly disposition. Wo must therefore arrest 
it at ODce, and this can be done only by show- 
ing our strength. Let them know that we are 
ready, and they will recognize that "the readi- 
ness is all" which is necessary for us. 

The crushing of the rebellion is but a mut- 
ter of time. Cut off as it nearly is from all 
supplies of warliko munitions, with its credit 
impaired, and its chief staples burned; with 
distillec. inn in its ranks, and open denuncia- 
tion in its councils; with its people subjected to 
a fierce military despotism, under which they 
aro indignantly writhing; with its every seaport 
in our possession, and tho Mississippi river 
opened by our victorious arms, it may continue 
for a short timo to resist, but it cannot escape 
its doom. Then we will have timo and eager 
inclination to settle accounts with those who 
have maligned, reviled, and misrepresent- 
ed us, and with hypocritical appeal* in

As a largo portion of the information cir-

It will also be Been from this, 
not only how long the movement has been in 
preparation, but how extremely well it has 
been managed; 60 that tho rebels know nothing 
of it until^the last moment, and, in spite if 
their attack, the immense stores at the White 
were all safaly removed. 

Vicskburo is Ocas — This was tho last rebel 
stronghold upon the Mississippi. Wo aro not 
aware that there is now any known rebel bat- 
tery upon the banks of that river. Still it is 
very likely that navigation may not be open 
for unarmed steamboats not convoyed by gun- 
boats. There aro many points where the 
rebels might probably in a single day plant 
canncn that would destroy an unprotected 
boat descending or ascending. Guerillaism 
may have to be put down before the great river 
will be unobstructed.

A 
cut-off of two miles would shorten the river 
a dozen miles, leaving Vicksburg an inland 
town. It seems almost a pity, however, that 
Vicksburg should be forever ruined, especially 
as it is said to have fallen into onr hands. 



ajy Tho Philadelphia Prefs, which seems to 
us to havo as deep an insight into military 
matters as any paper in tho Union, agrees with 
us perfectly in regard to the significant and 
the inevitable results of the late movements 
before- Richmond, fit says of tho grand army 
of the Potomac that at last it moves like a 
well-balanced machine, with case end to ad- 
vantage. Careful that tho enemy, now con- 
centrated in his strength around Richmond, 
should not flank or overpowor any ef his 
divisions, McClellan has drawn in the out- 
stretched members of his military body, and 
folded them upon the boscm of the noble James 
river, thus covering his entire left flank with 
something better than a stone fort — a deep, 
broad, rapid, and navigablo stream. Concen- 
tration adds wonderfully to tho effectiveness of 
an army. An army concentrated cannot be 
beaten in detail. Under a skilful commander 
its progress can be impeded but temporarily by 
any opposing force. It can be launched upon 
an object, an important post or point, with an 
overwhelming effect. It can utterly destroy 
an opposing force, its numerical superior, 
when the latter is not concentrated or harmo- 
niously and skilfully manoeuvred. 

Tho Chtckahominy, with its bogs, swamps, 
and quagmires, flows silently on in the rear of 
the army before Richmond, forming the best 
of rear-guards of itself, and a real defence 
with our gunboatB on its waters and along the 
Pamunky. Tho rebels cannot cross the latter 
river without bridges, and the presence of our 
gunboats will deter them from building any, 
or even throwing over pontoons. Indeed, 
McClellan has struck at the vitals of therobel. 
lion, and, liko a wounded serpent, confident of 
inability to move away, she nestles and recoils 
close by to await the death-blow. The rebels 
cannot go South— their retreat is threatened 
by our gunboats ; they cannot go to the moun- 
tains in the West, for there they must starve ; 
they cannot go North, for there they will meet 
the advancing forces of Pope, Sigel, Banks, 
and McDowell, and huvo McClellan in their 
rear. The strategy is plain — tho death-strug- 
gle is at hand. 

Our transports are safe, and will have a bet- 
ter river to navigate. The Richmond and 
York River Railroad has been destroyed to tha 
line of the Chickahominy, and that between 
that river and Richmond is held and will be 
used by our troops. Our iron-clad fleet at 
City Point is now ready to render its assist- 
ance to the troops in crossing the James 
river and in advancing up its banks. The 
strategical genius of our Generals is developing 
itself legitimately and successfully, and though 
in the recent conflict we have lost some of our 
bravest and best men, we have much reason to 
rejoice over the victorious and advantageous 
result* of tho movement.

Small Change.— Our business men will not 
forget the meeting called at the Court House 
to night to devise means to meet the inconven- 
ience occasioned by the lack of small silver 
chango. Its .carcity makes retail dealers greatly 
avor.e to changing bills. The difficulty is fell 
everywhere; the New York Peat says that in ths 
restaurants, where small change is such a 
necessity, the difficulty is severely felt, and tr.anv 
of the proprietors have sought to remedy it by 
issuing sblnplasters. Generally these are little 
tickets, with the name and number of the estab- 
lishmont on one side and the words "good for 
twenty-five cnts, " or other mentioned sum?, on 
the revere. In a few instances, howevor, shin 
plasters have been issued in the form and of the 
general appearance of a bank note. The New 
York laws are, if possible, more strinpoat thao 
onr own, and while the ticket may be recognized, 
those who i sue notes subject themselves to legal 
action as counterfeiters, by violating a liw which 
prohibits private individuals from issuing any- 
thing "in the > i nilitude ' of legal paper money. 

The shinplatters of New York are generally 
offered with a small amount of change. Regular 
customers to the various restaurants and smaller 
stores will receive them as a nutter of courtesy; 
for it mast be acknowledged it is rather hard fur 
a seller, after paying six or seven per cent for sil 
Ver, to be obliged to give it to any one who, after 
purchasing a dime article, offers a dollar bill iu 
payment. At the same time casual customers 
remember tbat the restaurant keepers and oth- 
ers who offer shinpla9ters have co legal right to 
do so — that the acceptance of them is a mere 
act of forbearance, and that they can be refused 
at will. Sbinplasters are unpopular here, al- 
though their widespread introduction seems inev- 
itable. Perhaps it would be better for the seller 
to charge the purchaser the prominm on silver in 
proportion to the amount of purchase. Thus, on 
days when silver costs six cents premium, charge 
the purchaser of a fifty cent article fifty-three 
cents, and so in proportion. This is, in fact, a 
direct and often an onerous tax, but will prove, 
after all, quite as acceptable in general trade as 
the odious shinplaster system, which should only 
be applied to regular customers, and afier a fair 
understanding. Acceptance of sbinplasters is a 
courtesy at the best, and no seller, either of food, 
drink, or other articles, has a right to offer his 
petty notes to a stranger In exchange for reejg- 
niced money. 

At the same time the issuers of these shioplas- 
ters, apart from the argument of necessity, can 
justly say that, when they buy an article for 
fifty cents, they want just fifty cents— no less 
and no more — and the purchaser has no right to 
offer tbem anything but fifty cents, the whole 
rystom of "change" being a pure courtesy on the 
part of the seller, and a courtesy which he has 
the right to suspend whenever he thinks best. 



Cottos Hauli.io ard Cotton Burnimo. 

The Confederate cavalry scouring the country 
north of Memphis on and near the line of the 
Memphis and Ohio railroad, bave, within Ihe 
past few days, destroyed several 1 its of cotton 
collected on plantations and designed for sale in 
this city. On Tuesday, as we learn from ths 
Argus, three negro boys with drays loaded with 
cotton, while between Union depot and Hickory 
Withe, on their way to the city, were overtaken 
by a rqliad of Confederate cavalry. The negroes, 
mules, drays, aril cotton were "confiscated"— the 
drays burned and the negroes anil mules taken 
•long. The negroes and teams were owned in 
Memphis — one of the captured boys, a likely 
negro, and his team, being the property of Capt. 
Dick Tucker, of the night police; another belongs 
to R B. Joiner, Etq , and the otber is a negro 
well known in the city, named Foster, formerly 
the property of S. B. Williamson, Esq.

Skirmish nkar Morni.no Sun, Tuns — Infer 
mat ion reached military headquarte-s in Mem 
pbis of a ikirmish which occurred on TucsJay 
near Morning Sun, on the Macon road, between 
a body of Federal infantry, said to be 240, com 
mauded by Col. Munger, of the .h Ohio, which 
bad been guarding a wagon train of Oen. Sher 
man's division, and a body of Confederate cav 
airy. The Federal account is in effect tbat the 
Confederates, supposed to be 500 in number, made 
the attack, and were ropulxd with a loss of 29 
killed, wounded, and prisoners, while tbe Federal 
loss was four wounded; also that six wagers, 
whose mules bad stampeded, were csptured bv 
tbe Confederates. Two prisoners were b.'ougbt 
o Memphis. One of them is a Mr. Bowen, and 
the other a Dr. Chambers, formerly of Memphis. 
Seven men charged with turning cotton were 
also brought in. It is supposed tint about 70 of 
the Confederates are of "Porter's partisans," and 
t ie remai dor citizens of tbe neighborhood.

Colonel 
Wyman, too, of the Eighteenth Massachusetts, 
was killed, General Meade was severely wound, d. 
How many others I cannot tell. It was a bloody 
day. There will be weeping at many a hearth- 
stone, and many a loved one was lost who will be 
sought for long and never found. 

Sumner, and Hoinizleman, and Franklin, and 
Hooker, and Smith, and Sedgwick, and McCall— 
Hancock, and Davidson, ai d Mead, and Seymour, 
and Burns, and Sickles, and Sully, end Owens, 
and dead Wyman, and all tbo galaxy of brave 
lea lers, won title to glirious honors.

Think it a false report — 
invented to keep up tbe courge of the men — 
which was not necessary, for the men, jided as 
they wore, noils fellows, cheered when summoned 
to battle, and swore to die game. Said I to a 
rebel officer, "Do your men re*pect Yankee fight- 
ert?" "Yes air, they surprise us." Said I, 
others have broken and retired; the genuine 
ankees of New Eiglard have never faltered on 
the Cbkabomioy." It is tru-; and Massachusetts 
mourns more (load soldiers, comparatively than 
any State's quota in the army of the Potomac. 

Tuesday the 1st of July was not a cheerful 
doy. Tbe prospect was not happy. The Prince 
de Joinville, always gay and active as a lad, 
and always whore there was battle, bad gone. 
The Ciunt de Paris, heir to the Bourbon throne, 
and tbe Duke de Cliartres, bis brother, tho two 
chivalric and devoted aids to Gen. McClellan, on 
whose courage, fidelity, intelligence, and activity 
be tafoly relied; who served with him to learn tho 
art of war, suddenly, without previous warning, 
took passage on a gunboat ar.d fluttered softly 
down the river. 11% did they go? Two officers 
of the Eoglish army, who had accompanied Gen. 
McClellan to study the art of war, and who had 
intended to remain with thesrmy until Richmond 
was ours, announced their intention to depart on 
the grst boat. The Paymasters were advised to 
deposit their treasure on a gunboat. People 
looked gloomily. Ah! I feigot: correspond- 
ents at Fortress Monroe, deducing focts frrm 
their fertile imaginations, told us tbat when 
the armv reached Malvern Hill, the river at 
tbat p int was full of transports. Monday 
no n tnere was not one there— excepting a schoo- 
ner laden with hay. Tuesday evening several 
steamers had arrived and a few forage beats. But 
reason for yourselves. It was gloomy at head- 
quarters. Tbe troops were intrenching the hill 
and standing to arms. The enemy were reported 
massing their forces. We wore preparing to re- 
pel tbem. At noon silence wss broken by hostile 
cannon in the extreme front. As the aft.rccon 
wore away, the bombardment increased. At five 
o'clock there was a battle, ar.d the Aroostook 
was hurling shell into tho woods. At about 
ueven o .l ck, the firing was heavy, bnt it 
was confined to a narrow oircle. Ayres was 
il.iving the enemy from his batteries. Our boat 
pushed from tho landing. At dark we moved 
from Harrison's Landing, seven miles below. 
The army had not moved there. The trains had. 
Soon after we steamed into the channel, the 
bombardment grew heavier. Tbe gunboats were 
thundering into iho forests. 

When 1 left tbe prospect wss cheerless. That 
n'ght we met reiaforcements. Before morning 
the army was strengthened. Prav God it was 
made strong enough — to go to Riehmocd. 

People, you may still rely on General McClel- 
lan, until further displays of capacity. He car- 
riid all that armv and all his trains through one 
narrow road, while encompassed by enemies two- 
fold as strong as his army,

general retrograde movetneut was contemplated 
and it became thoir policy to follow and fight us 
on the retreat. With tiie Cbickahominy in our 
roar, it was, of course, impossible for our army 
to cros*, successfu'lv, under tbe enemy's fire; and 
thore is no doubt but tbat tboy expected to over- 
take and compel U3 to tight or bo cut to pioces at 
the bridge. 

On Thursday nearly all the wagons were sent 
across to have them out of the way. This move 
ment was going on all day and night, and, if 
K: own to tbe enemy, must have revealed the fact 
that our army was "either about to retreat or lo 
change its position. This was too valuable an 
opportunity to be lost, and was improved to the 
bsst advantage. Our tre»(»ps had been engaged in 
an exhausting c mffist at Mechanicsvillo tho day 
loeforo. They had plenty of fresh soldiers and were 
near their baso of operations, from which whole 
masses could be drawn at an hour's notice We 
were separatod from our centre by tho bridges of 
the Chick •hominy, from which we could obtain 
reioforcemonts only by a comparatively tardy 
and uncertain ptocess. That tbe; brought nearly 
their whole force against us on tbat ei-le of the 
river shows tbat a determined effort was to be 
made to compel u< to cross tbe river, and then to 
pass to tho rear and turn our right. 

Foreseeing this plan, and without the necessary 
force to guard against the movement, the only 
expedient loft was adopted by the commander of 
the Union forces. The enemy were to be bold in 
check as long as possible, to enable bim to safely 
withdraw bia whole force to the James river, and 
take up a new position. Another day atd night 
would, no doubt, have found onr enliro right 
abandoned, and tbe commands of Porter. McCall, 
and Stoneman withdrawn safely to the left of tho 
Cbickahominy, and the bridges des'royed, with- 
out a b -.tile. Tbat Ibis was not permitted was 
owing to tbe watchfulness of the enemy, or to 
tbo treason rf some ono witbin our lines who pos- 
sessed a knowledge of our plane. 

A precipitate retreat was out of tho question. 
It would have resulted in the sacrifice of tbe en- 
tire right wing. With our recreating forces 
maB^ed in front of the Woodbury and Grapevine 
Bridges, along Ihe river bottoms, a pursuing force 
commarding the eminenco at Dr. Williams's 
house would be able lo cut tbem to pieces, or 
compel a surrender. From the attacking party 
we here, fur tbe first time, look a position of de- 
fence, and accepted tho battle wnicb was offered. 

Tho enemy's skirmi'hers mado their appearance 
beyond General Morell's encampment at an eirly 
hour in Ihe morning, and were met by Ibo ad- 
vance pickets of lbs 9tb Mi.'sachusstts, wbo en- 
gaged them abarplv, s'.oadily retiring toward 
■iaines's Hill. During this hour's contest the 
y h Massschu'et's lost a considerable number of 
their men. Tbey fell bick si *wly and in gwl 
order on Ihe road toward Coil Harbor. 

eantime, McCall'* brigade of Pennsylvania 
reserves, and Sykes's brigade of regultrs, took up 
a position upon the high land overlookirg tho 
valioy of the Chi< k ebominy, ess'waid of and 
near tbe roads leadirg from Gaines's Hill to Ce-al 
Huibor. Your corro&pondent arriving at this 
plicejust as tho troops were comiug up, watched 
with much care the forming of the line 
of battle, ar.d tho d : 3po iti on of tbe treops. 

Sykes's brigade, consisting of the 31, 4th, 12th, 
and 13'b United Slates infantry, Duryoi'a Zm- 
aves, and Weed's battery, commanded by Liou- 
ennnt Colonel R- C. Buchanan, were disposed on 
both sides of tbe road leading north from G iines's 
Hill, acd parallel to tbe road to Coal Harbor. 
Ihe Zouaves wero drawn up in theepen field, fac- 
ing tbo lice of tbe enemy's approach, while tho 
regulars were plsced to iberi^ht, loft, and rear in 
tbe same li 1 1 and along tho roud Capt. Weed, 
in aulicipalion of tbe attempt of the onemy to 
pu^h their lines up to Ihe Coal Hartoir road to 
our right, found an admirable position for bis 
battery of 3 inch Parrots in the wheat Sold 
bout "forty rods to the right of bis original 
position, on a slight eminenco wbieh com- 
manded a cross-road intersecting that to 
Coal Harbor. Here be c uld sweep a 
milo cf tho cross road, and effectually prevent 
he passage of any considerable body of the rebols 
to tbe right. Esperience soon showed tbat this 
position was well cbeson, for it proved, during the 
one of tbe hottest in tbe fight. Capt. Do 
Hart's battery was posted further lo Iho lexh and 
'irectly confronted the rebel line, whose position, 
hougb not as yet precisely known, was partially 
revealed bv tbe sound of his artillery and musket- 
ry beyond a belt of wrodB toward Gaines's Hill. 
Capt. De Hart's battery consisted of six 12- 
pounder Napoleon guns, besides which there was 
battery of 3 inch rifled guns, of wrought iron, 
belonging lo the reserves. Capt. Eaton's battery 
was on bis left, and Capt. Kern's further to his 
loft. 

This Capl. Eaton, of Drairsvlle memory, wsb 
illed; Cap'. Kerns was wounded; Capts. Whiting, 
Cbambliss, Lieut. Sweet killed, urd Lieu's. Ar- 
nold, Watkias, and one otber . nicer were all 
wounded during the doy. Lbu' Hayden, of Ed- 
wards's battery, aod Lieut. P. per were also 
wounded. 

Ml!' iii troops camo rather wearily into lino, 
i'hey bad boon fighting nearly all ths previi ni 
day aud uigbt. and did not relish being called so 
soon to a repetition of the entertainment. 

Morell's division were disposed in the centre 
and to the lef • of the hospital, Lenly abreast of 
Gen. Porter's boat'quartor.". 
There was now an intormission of the fire bo 
ond tbe woods la-ding for half an huur — an 
minous silonce — and all oyes wore directed to- 
ward tbe enemy's position to detect, if possible, 
any movement right or Uft. The field of con- 
flict about to take place was bounded by tbo road 
Icdirig to Coal Harbor on tbe west, ths meadow 
or bottom of ihe Cbickahominy on the south and 
east, and a belt of woods stretching northward 
nearly parallel with the river. Tho land is elo- 
vated, somewhat undulating, and near the centre 
contains a tbinnod growth of pine. Near the 
norlh line of this ipac, and along the road lead- 
ing to the military bridges aro three bouses, the 
first Sally McGoe's, tho second Joseph MtGse's 
(at first taken for a hospital), acd tbe third Dr. 
Williams's hou:0 on the bill, to which all the 
wounded who were broueht off Ihe field were 
conveyed. General Porter's headquarters was at 
Adams's bouse, about a third of a mile distant. 

About 10 o'clrck the piik-ils at our right wero 
driven back from the woons rkirting ihe Held, and 
ibortly afterward those stationed on tho Cross 
Roads, toward tho Coal Harbor road, were also 
driven in. 1 he enemy wero silently creeping i-p 
to the right. Simultaneously be mado his ap- 
poarates in a green field, directly in fron', drawn 
up in line of battle, and in five minutes their 
batteries ofeoed on our lines with shell. Follow- 
ing this the enemy had also placed a bittory in 
position, fronting that of Capt. Weeds, and com- 
merced fire — the fire of the two rebel batteries 
being at an angle of 48 degrees to our position, 
enfilading tho troops. Thore was a temporary 
panic among horses, men, and servants, who 
plunged, dodged, scampered and skedaddled to get 
cut of range. Y'our reporter, perfectly cool 
himself — of course — was twice tossed nearly 
out of his f-addlo or ihrown over tho 
horse's bead, as he raced uncontrolled about 
tbe field. A small party of cavalry disgrace 
fully started down the road t" got undercover 
of the woods, but your repeirler hailed and 
brought them to by a word of geutle admonition. 
They turned and lot k a short path out to McGee's. 
Here we found the rifled shot rf tho rebels flying 
overhead, and going noBr'y a mile beyond, close 
up to Williams's house. Capt. Weed opened his 
battery, as did those of Tidball's, which was sta- 
tioned near the same position. The bat'.erv of 
Capt. Do Hsrt also replied vigorously. The 
Zouaves, wbo wero drawn up in lino ntarost 
to the enemy, stoed motionless and stern, await- 
ing Ihe onset, while the Regulars occupied the 
field and read, ready to receive and roi uru the 
rebel fire as soon as thoy should get within range. 
Tbe wbiz ■ I of Mir.ie bullets, and scream of shell 
and shot from a dczen different directions, now 
showed tbat the work had begun in earnest. The 
pei pi-, old, young, white and black, msle and fe- 
male, occupying the houses near tbe field, now 
run across the tield to get utdsr cover ef the 
woods. 

Tbe force of I be enemy could cot be accortained 
as they kept concealed to a groat extent, and fired 
s cross" a ensll ravine at cur line. As they ad- 
vanced, the Zouaves and Regulars also met them 
and sturdily maintained their ground. 

Tbo position of these batteries ar.d of Sykes's 
command was not essentially cbungod during tbe 
day. Tbey held their own under a most terrific 
fire, and to Weed's acd TidbiU's batteries is un 
questionably due the credit of preventing the 
' inking of our right. 

As the contest thickened, the enemy showed 
themselves iu constantly augmenting numbors 
The tide of battle swayed to tbe left, and finally 
covered the entire rolling land overlooking the 
river valley. Details from tbe Z ivavos ar.d other 
ambularce c rps began to bring in tbe wounded 
from the field, and soon the hospital was full of 
tbe badly wounded. One man, wbrso arm had 
been teirn from bis shoulder by a shell, cried with 
vexation because he could not have time to dis- 
charge his musket 

By 2 o'clock, the woods covering the hill were 
thronged by Ihe two contending armies. The 
enemy generally advanced in three lines, the firBt 
firing and falling down, while that behind re 
posted tbe same movement. By the time the 
third line had discharged their piece, the first 
bad loaded and were ready to rise and tire again 
Thus the battle raged, tbe enemy at times giv 
ing way before the impetuous charges of our mon 
acd again recovering and advancing. The 
fiercest portion of tbo fight was near the brow ol 
the hill. Batteries thundered, musketry roared, 
and the din and noiss of the contending forces 
were terrific. 

1c was apparent that the rebels wore constantly 
bringing fresh troops upon the field, and tiiere was 
literally no end to their number. 

As soon a3 it could be done, orders were sent 
back for reinforcements, and Slocum's division 
came ovor tho bridge and marched to the support 
of our bard pressed forces. About 5 o'clock tin 
Irish brigade of Gen. Mnaghor came upon the 
field, and with a shout of defiance went in and f 
a few moments staggered the rebel lines by their 
persistent and courageous conduct. A few thou- 
sand more of such •lesperate heroes would have 
turned the tido of battle. 1 he rebels who fell into 
our bands wero furiously drunk, having got 
supply of whisky from 0 e of our encampments 
where it had been carelessly le'! by a commissary 
At this point 1 find myself obliged to stop writ 
ing in order to send forward my copy by my 
brother reporter. 1 will finish the account by 
tho next conveyance. E. S.

Cairo, July 5. 
Tho ram Monarch li-injrs news from Vicksburg 
of the'28 h. On Thursday Porter's fl=et com- 
menced shelling the upper battery below town; 
this continued all day without any result. It was 
renewed on Frid ly, and In the afternoon it was 
directed on the town, over which shells were 
plainly seen to burst; this continued until four, 
when it ceased. Du'ing the bombardment the 
rebel batteries replied feebly; their firing was 
inaccurate. Half an hour after tbe cessation of 
the bombardment, the rebel water battery opened 
on our mortar :!••'. which replied nntil the bat- 
tery ceased firing. At 8 P. M. we opened lire 
from c ur entire fleet upon ths town, which con- 
tinued an hour. The next morning at 4 o'clock 
the bombardment was ronewed, during which 
eight of Farragut's vessels passed tbe batteries 
without serious damage. The city must have 
been greatly damag<d, as corfligratioLS were 
seen in nmnerou' places. We ure informed upon 
indisputable authority tbat live thousand negroes 
bave been ordered by General Bmler to work on 
the canal across tbe berd in which Vicksburg or 
its remains are now sitnated. The channel thus 
changed, Vicksburg will become an inland town 
hereafter. Seven hundred more shells were or- 
dered from New Orleans to reduce the remains of 
the place to ashes. 

Washington, July 5. 
Despatches bave been received from Usneral 
McClellaD, dated as late as one o'clock A M. on 
the 4*h. The following is their substance, omit- 
ting details not proper for present pu ilication. 
There had been no righting since Tuesday night, 
when Ihoeneiry were repulsed with great slaugh- 
ter. Tho army mived to the po-ition now occu- 
pied bcciuse it afforded superinr advantige for 
tbe co-operation cf tho gunboats, of which seven- 
teen are now in tbe river protocing tbe flink of 
our army. Statements of the casual ies in the 
evere battle- of the eight days cannot yet be fur- 
nished. Onr forces were not beaten in any con- 
flict, r.or could thay be driven from the field by 
tbe utmost efforts of the eDemy. No guns have 
been lost since the 27 h, when McUall's division, 
at tbe onset, wjs overwhelmed and 25 pieces fell 
into the band) of tbe enemy. The s ck and 
wounded aro being sent to hospitals. At oue 
o'clock yesterday the army was drawn up in po- 
sition for review. The bands were playiDg, na- 
ti -nal salutes being fired, and things looked 
bright. 

Fortress Monroe, July 3. 

This morning tbe Nellie Baker arrived at Fort- 
ress Monroe from Harrison's Landing, having left 
there at five o'clock. She briugs twenty fivo 
rtbsl prisoners and a few wounded. The most 
terrible lighting took place on Tue-day last, wilh 
a mos L brilliant success. The rebels were defeat- 
ed in every action, and the rebel piisoners admit 
tbe loss of at least 10,000 tbat. day. Our artillery 
was most successfully bandied. Nearly all day 
tho rebels bave done but very little execution 
with theirs Our lo-s was very Bmill compared 
with tbat cf 1 bo rebels- As fast as tho rebel forces 
were cut to pieces, other fresh troops were imme- 
diately marched forward to till their places. They 
soenied to disregard the lives cf their meo, and 
held tbem under the hottest fire of our artillery. 
I he enemy have been driven back in every tight 
for tbe last three days. Our troops are "in line 
spirits, ard never so anxious to fight as now. 

The steamer Vanderbilt and Arrowsmilh have 
arrived with 1,000 wounded.

THE CHATTANOOGA HGHT. 

Stbvensom, Ala , June 29, 1862. 
I see by your paper, dated June 23d, a commu- 
nication from one of your correspondents in refer- 
ence to the tight at Chattanooga, which sadly 
misrepresents the whole affiii. From the corre- 
spondence, f llowed by Gen. Hamnrighi's report, 
It would seem that Uambrighi's biLi.de, and no 
other, wore engaged In the first day's ikirmish. 
Now this is not so. Companies from the 19 h 
Illinois, 21 h Illinois, and 79.h Pennsylvania were 
deployed as skirmishers along the banks of the 
river — the 79:h Pennsylvania on the ex'reme 
right of our position, wbilu tbe 19 h and Mr.h 
were deployed immediately in front and facing ths 
enemy's batteries, and prevented the lower or 
water battery from being ueed dating tbe entiro 
engagement. Edgarton's battery, attached 
tenpcrarily to our brigade (the 8th), suc- 
ceeded in dismounting two of tbe enemy's most 
formidable pieces — ^ne during the afternoon, the 
other towards dusk. It is not my purpose to de- 
tract any from Gen. Hambrlght's brigade, at 
the aims time that I insist upon what i, dne us. 
Tbe casualties were very ligh': tbe 19 h Illinois 
five wounded, 24tb Illinois one killed and one 
wourdid, "9lh Pennsylvania one killed and one 
wounded.

The old plea i f strict 
neutrality was set up, and this was deemid am 
pie reply to our charges of want o.' good fai'.b in 
tbe conduct punned toward u% while tbe ex 
prersion was universally one or rt. r r that at 
good authority as tbe Journal of Commerce is ro- 
cogniz«dto be should make such astatement of the 
American set.timent. Scarcely have we finished 
reading these article*, when there is a stir in Eng 
lisb politics, and our exchanges come laden wub 
evidence of the intense anti American failings 
which rule In the Goveruaient and in high a* well 
as low circles, in Greafr Britain We u e the 
wi rd rule advisedly. We do not fail to recog- 
nize the warm and true affec ion, of common 
blood, and a common mission among men, which 
some good friends io £ gland entertain. But It 
b very fashionable, and ie ue-nis to be veiy good 
political ihui t'er, to talk against America and 
everything American, among our Eoglisn cousins 
We have nothirg to compl-i i or on tbe subject if 
1 he neu rality assumed by England when our war 
tvgan. That neutrall y was pn bably tbe best 
course for her to pursue Bur we have grave 
doubts, fa-t changing Into certainties, thai hit 
neutrality hid sinister motives, indicated by the 
now undisguised desires of powerful meu" and 
pirties in r. ,, d to see our nation broken up 
and our Union destroyed. 

We loot on these indications with profound 
sorrow. We have no fear of intervention In- 
tervention Is war, and neither England nor Franca 
is r- fi . for that, since already want and suffer - 
ir g are abundant, aud war would but p tstpo.io 
relief for years. But tbo manifestations of dis- 
like to us and our institutions, openly avowed, as 
we have here'ofore shown from the Morni r g 
Post to be dislike to a democratic rival in the, 
world's markets and in the power which con- 
trols tbem, these ind.citions of a desire to sae 
tbe great American Union broken up, are Sure 
to mie' wi h a Strong sentiment on this aiJe, 
which car not bo c nin 1 id for good If the day 
comes when tbis nation h again one, it will be 
the most powerful cation ou earth. Tl i is no 
Idle boast, cor will it be so esteemed by calm 
readers on either side of the water. We are 
proving cur strength, and to-day It La not half 
developed. If any one imagines that the natkn 
istXaaueted he is vas<ly in error. A call fiom 
tbe government would be answered in thirty 
days with a duplicate of all our present force. 

If the nation is one, it will be with a calm, 
well seltleci. and uncbai gobble hatred totbese- 
ce.-si"nlsts and abolitionists, with both of whom 
tbe English politicians now sympathize. It is a 
grave error to suppofe we are going to have a 
Union In which these elements will remain to in- 
vite foreign interference, intervention, or media- 
tion, if we are uoited again we will be united as 
one man from Canada to the Gulf. Than the peo- 
ple who are now deluded oy secession and aboli- 
tion leaders will lot k with intense dislike on their 
old affiliations, and tbe very men who now invite 
British abolitionists to the N r b, to disturb toe 
Union, and British inters-en! i >n to as ist the 
Sjnth in getting cat of the Uuion, will be 
the londtst denouncers of all friendship between 
tbe nations. 

We foresee a dark future between the two na- 
tions u .less the wise men on both sides of the 
water gain the ascendancy and renew the ancient 
bonds if good faith and muial interest between 
the two pe< lis*. It may be idle waste of words 
to advita English politicians that tbey terribly 
err in regard to America acd the American tu- 
tnre. Bat if the Union were aivid.d and a S mia- 
sm Confederacy established, there would not be 
peace between England and either portion of the 
Americans for ten yearn at a time.

Washington as a Lovkb —The White Hons* 
on the Pamunky river, which was burned last 
week, was beautifully situated on its southern 
bark and stood on the site of the one in which 
Washington was married. From Cuatis's Life of 
Mrs. Martha Washington we extract the account 
of his courtship acd marriage: 

It was in 1798 that Washington, attired in 
mili ary undress, and attended bv a body set vant, 
tall mititaire as his chief, aroBsed the ferry railed 
Williams's, over the Pamunkv, a branch of the 
Yoik river. On the boat touching the southern or 
rJtw Kent tide, the soldier's progress was ar- 
rested by one of those personages who give tha 
bsau ideal of lbs Virglt la gentlemen of the old 
regime, the very soul if kindness a*-d l.o pi:ali r -v. 
It was vain the seUier urtred his busincSi at Wil- 
liamsburg, important communications to the Gov- 
ernor, &c. Mr. Chamberlayne, on whose domain 
tbe mill aire had just landed, wuuld hsar of no 
excuse. Col. Washington was a name and 
character so dear to all Virginia that his 
passing bv one of the castles of Virginia, wiihvii 
calling and partaking of the bo.-pitalities of the 
host, was entirely out of the iiuestion. The Col- 
onel, however, old not surrendar at discretion, but 
stoutly maintainsd bis ground till Chamber layne, 
bringing up his reserve, in the intimation that he 
would introduce his fiiend to a young aud charm- 
ing widow, then beneath his rtof; ton soldier cip- 
iiulated, on condition that he should dine — only 
dine— and then, by pressing his charger and bor- 
rowing of the nignt, he would reach Williams- 
burg before his excellency comd shake off Ins 
morning slumbers Orders were accordingly i-- 
„uod to Bishop, the Colonel's body servant and 
fai.hful follower, who, together with the fioe 
English cha'gor, had been bequeathed by tbo dy- 
ing Braddock to Majir Washington, on the fair. I 
and fated field of Monnngabela. Bishop, tired in 
tbe school of Europern discipline, raised his hand 
to his cap, as much as to say, 1 Your orders shall 
be obeyed." 

The Colonel now proceeded to the mansion, and 
was introluced to the various gnests — for when 
was a Virginia domicil of the olden time without 
g lests ? — and, above all, to tbe charming widow, 
tradition relates that they were mutually plea=ed 
on this, their first interview — ncr is it remarka- 
ble; tbey were of an age when impressions are 
strongest. The Isdy was fair to behold, if 
fascinating manners, ai d splendidly endow d with 
worldly beuelits. The hero was fresh from his 
ssrlv field', redole- 1 of fame, and wi h a form on 
which "every god did seem to set his seal, to give 
the world assurance of a man " 

Che ntorning passed p easantly away, evening 
cam ', with Bishop, true to his orders and linn 
to bis post, holding tbe favorite charger withooe 
nai.d, white the other was wailing to offer the 
ready 6tirrup Tbe sun sunk in tbe horiz m, and 
yet the o 1 noi appeared not " I was strange, 
'twas passing strange;' surely be was not wont to 

o a single moment nehind bis app .-intinents — for 
he was the most punc'ual of all meu. 

Meantime, ihe htst er j >yed the scene of the 
veteran at the gate, while the Colonel was so 
agreeably employed in the parlor, and proclaim- 
ing that no visitor ever l-.ft his house at sunset, 
hia military guest was, without much d fll:ultv, 
per-uaded to order Bl -hop to put up the horse fjf 
the night. The sun rose high in the heavens the 
ensuing day, when the enamored soldier pressed 
with his spur his charger's side, and speeded on 
his way to tbe seat of Government, where, hav- 
ing despatched his public busi'ies*, he retractd his 
steps, and, at the Wni a Hcnse, the engagement 
took place with preparations for marriage 
JjAnd much halb ihe biographer heaid of that 
marriage, from the gray h»irett domestics wb.i 
waited at the board wbcre love made the feast 
and Washington the guest. A"d rare and high 
was the revelry of lhat ptlmy period of Vir- 
ginia's festal age; for many were gathertd to that 
marriag-, of tbe good, 'he great, tbe gif-cd. and 
they, with j>}ons acclamations, hailed in Vir 
ginia's you. haul hero a happy acd pro perous 
bridegroom. 

' And so you remrm'>er when Col. Washington 
came a courting of year young mittres ?" said 
he bit gr»pher to ( Id Cully, in his hundred h 
year. "Ay, master, that I ds," replied this an 
cient family servant, who had lived to ?eo five 
generations; "great times, sir, great time- — >hall 
never see the like again. " "And Waahingtt n 
looked somothing liko a man, a proper man — buy, 
Cu ly?" "Never seed the like, sir — never sevd 
the like of him, though I have sern many in my 
day — o tall, so straigb' ! ar d then he set on a 
ore ar.d rode with such enaiil Ah, sir, h b w .s 
like no one else. Mauy of the grandest gentle- 
men, in tbe gold lace, were at the wed ling; bu' 
nnne looktd like the man himself " S rong, In- 
died, must have been the impression which the 
person at d manners of Washington mads upon 
the 11 rude, untutored mind" of I his po T negr >, 
sirce the ispje of three quarters of a Century had 
not sufficed toefftcei*. 

Tue pr cise dale of the marriage the biographer 
has been unable to oi c v< r, having in vain 
searched among the rec -rds of the vettry of St, 
Peter' church, New Ksur, of which the R.v. 
Mr. Munsnn, a Cambridge tcbolar, was the rec 
tor, and performed the ceremony, it is believed, 
abaut 1759 A short time af;er their manitge, 
t'olonei and Mrs. Washington removed to M u 
Vernon, on tbe Potomac, and permanently settled 
there 

"This union," says Sparks, "wa< in every re- 
spect felicitous It continued forty years. To 
her intimate arquain'ances, and to tho nation, 
tbe cbarecter of Mrs Wash ngton wa3 ever a 
theme t f praise. Affable and courteous, exem- 
plary in her deportment, remarkable for her deeds 
of charity and piety, unostentaiious, and without 
vanity, ahe adorned by her domestic virtues lha 
sphere of private life, and tilled with dignity 
every station in which she was placed." 

Previous to his acquaintance with Mrs Custi', 
Washington had been plea.-ed with other ladiot. 
I'tre author above quoted on this point save, that, 
in 1756, "while in New York be was kind'y enter- 
tained at tbe bouse of Mr. Beverly R biuson, ba- 
. tween whom and himself an i timucy of friend 
slip anbsisted, whicb, indeed, continued withtu 1 . 
chargs, till severed by th-ir opp <si'e fortunes 
twenty years afterwards in the revolution. J", 
happened i hit Miss Mary Phillips, a sister of Mrs. 
Rjbinson, and a young lady of r ire accomplish- 
ments, was an inmate in tbe family The charms 
of this lady made a deep impression upin the 
heart of tbe Virginia Colonel. He went to 
B s on, returned, and was a^ain welcomed to the 
hospitality of Mr. Rohinsno. He lingered there 
ti l duly calltd him away, bu'. he was careful to 
iulrust hissicret to a confidential friend, whose" 
letters kept him infotmed of every important 
event. In a few months intelligence came lhat a 
rival was in the field, and lhat the consequences 
could not be ar.sw»rcd for if he delayed to renew 
bis visits to Now York. Whether lime, tbe bus- 
tle of a camp, or tbe scenes (if war had moderated 
his admiration, or whether hedespaired of success, 
is not known. He never saw the 1 tdy again till 
she was married Io that same rival, Captain Mor- 
ris, his former associate in arms, aud one of Brad- 
dock's aide de-camps. 

He had before felt the irfiueccs *>f the tender 
passion. At the age of seventeen, ha was smit- 
ten by the graces I f a fair one, whom he Called a 
"lowland beauty," and whose praises he recorded 
in glowing stiauis, while wanrierirg with his sur- 
veyor's compass among the Alleghany mountains. 
On tbat occasion be wrote dasponding letters to a 
friend, and indited plaintive veises, but never 
ventured to rtvaal his em tions to the lady who 
was unconsciously the cause of his pains.

F ir mili ary and defers ve purposes 
this road is next to the railroads in importarcs 
The Gap is ucquestionab y tbe Key to Etst Ten- 
nessee, at least >o long as vte hold the roads and 
terriiory Eist and West of us. The men, sup 
plies, and munitions for its defence must all bs 
transported fr >m the tailmad, anil the route we 
have mentioned is nearer by 20 miles, more direct, 
and more uted than any other. The daily mail 
line of couriers and telegraph office at Morris- 
town constitute it by tar the most rapid channel 
I for tbe communication of urgent inte ligonce 
This strong and laboriously-fortified noun'ain 
post is at present ihe ultima (tall of fr endty soil 
in that direction. L-nco<ni ni in its most h rrid 
forma of agrarisni-,n, igi orance, and prejnd ce 
scowls into the muzzles or our guns. Our forces 
there can, therefore, have but a brief notice of 
tbe approach of d tiger, and the means of giving 
alarm ar.d receiving succor should be provided for 
In tbe moat vigilant >.nd efficient manner. A 
day rcav be pregnant wi h the fate of the coun- 
try. Yet we are assur.d that the road is now 
perhaps in w trse condition than any in the coun- 
try. I he numen us trains of wagons that have 
baen continually pissing over i during tl-e recent 
extraordinary wtaiher have ploughed and drwlg ,d 
it into every possible dep-.h and shape of gutter 
acd Is. 

The best four-horse wagons cf the Gorornmont, 
a hrge number of wh : ch are beirg run upon the 
road, we are told, cannot, and dj t or, hanl more 
than one thousand pjunds at a loud! And it is 
notorious that even thus lightly laden thev be- 
come fast in the holes, upset, and br ak down. 
I'be same vehicles and horaas, when the road is in 
order, performed from three to four time, the ser- 
vice, and in one- third of Ihe time. Now, if the 
road were repaired (and five hundred men, under 
proper directions, could do the work io five or ten 
days), what an expense would be saved, what 
lime would be gained, what additional safety 
would be secured, ai d how much would the farm- 
ers be relieved from the odinaa system of impress- 
ment— a system never justifiable except in case of 
Ihe highest nectssity. We hope tbe authorilies 
will at once put a force upon tr.it road acd repair 
I'. Dry weather will not fill tha holts and heal 
the fast washes acd gutters The recent arrange- 
men s made for H ft and rapid transit across the 
rivers are goodvsnd refl-ct great credit on the 
foresight and vigilance of enr authorities. But 
these will be of little avail unless the road is re- 
stored to travelling order.

Two gur.boats went up the Apjatomax riv r 
tnwird Petersburg. Sunday night the Island 
Bs lie got aground, was dismantled, and burned. 
City Point wat bnrned this morning by the gun- 
bo its, thus destroying the suelter for rebel ehatp- 
sbooters. 

James river is rilled with transport vessels and 
steamers, and t ur twentv gunboats are in tbo vi- 
cinity of Harrison's landing. 

Reb 1 prisoners st,te their loss at 30,000, while 
ourB will not ex.eed 10 000. The rebels bad over 
200,000 troops engaged. 

Headquarters Army ok the Potomvc, (_ 
Iukkey Island, June 2 J 

The following is an account of the battles 
ftughtin front of Richmond on Sundiy, Motdav, 
and Tuesday, being the 5 b, 6 b, and 7th days 
of the engagement. On Sunday morning tue 
corps of Generals Sumner and Franklin wer.' in 
tha works at Ftir Oaks, wilh instructi ins to 
evecnate, a' d preset tbe baggage acd supply 
trains on th-ir way to Jamas river. 

They had hardly laft their p isi'ion and were 
falling baek on Ihe railroad and William burg 
turnpike wnen the rebsti discovered the mnve- 
ment acd immediately started in pursuit with 
their force So rapidly did tho rebels apprnach 
tbat our t fficers had hardly time to place their 
men m pQeJt f oa to receive tbem before they weru 
upon them. 

The enemy advanced to attack about 2 o'clock, 
whicn was p omptly met by cur men. The bat 
tie laattd un it dark, during which tbe ■ emy 
ruff -red terribly Adva icing in solid mass lo 
•tibia a snort distance of our artillery, the effect 
of our guns upon their ranks was fearful, killing 
and wou'.ding them by hundreds. 

At dark the enemy was repulsed, and fcrctd to 
abandon his po. ilion. 

This battle took p'ace one and a half mil, - 
above Sivage Station. Whilst this hauls was 
In progress other imp rtant events were trans- 
piring. 

The railroad bridge over the Chickahominy was 
burntd, and a train of twelve Cars, under a full 
head of steam, was run overboard. 

All the commissary and quartermaster's stores 
unable to be removed were committed to tbe 
Amies, together with a large lot of ordnance 
stores. 

Tbe large house at the station atd adjoicing 
grounds, which were filled with our tick and 
wounded whom it was impossible to get away, 
were lofc nnder the care ot our surgeons, with all 
the necessaries on hand f r their comfort. They 
numbered 700, ar.d are now in the ontmy s 
bacds. 

The troopj which hid fought the battle of Sun- 
day retrea'ed un"er cover or the night to White 
Oik Swamp b idie, a distance of about twelve 
miles, there to await Ihe approach of the eneu.y. 

The disposition of the tnxpj on Monday, toe 
6th day of the battle, was as follows: Gen. Smith's 
uivisios, supported by Gnunral Naglie's brigade, 
Occupied the right of th« bridge, while General 
Sumner's and Gtneral Frat k;in's corps oci-upiod 
the left. Heintzelman's Co, p 4 , with General 
McCali's division, was out M the roa.i to meet 
th-* enemy, who was a- p'oscbing from Richmond. 

Ihe enemy came op boldly early in the morn- 
ing, having been heavily reinforced by tbe troops 
wuo had fougit tbe bitlle of Fr day" on the op- 
p osi'e side of the Chickahominy. About 2 o'- 
clock it became evident tbat some portion of our 
armv must give away, as the rcb -Is were con- 
stantly throwing fresh troops into action. 

O'lr troops in front of the bridge now fell back 
to w.thin three and a half miles of Turkey Island, 
where tho fiiht was s'lortly afterwards renewed, 
and continued with the greatest determination on 
t oth sides. The loss on Monday was heavy on 
bo h tides. During tbe day all tho cat le and the 
greiter portion of tho transportation hid safely 
cros el Turk.y Isl ind bridge. Some of the rear 
wag ns h*d to ba abandoned and fired to make 
room for the passage of artillery. 

Tbe fight was renewed early on Tuesday 
morning, oytlie reb els. They evidently intended 
to arrest our army It lasted about three hours 
resulting In cons darable 1 >as to both sides. 

Tbe enemy then retired, leaving tne field to 
our troops. The rebels agslu advanced about 3 
1'. M in consi arable numners, but re ired after 
boii g shelled by the gunb ats and artillery for 
about .wo honrs witht ut con iog near enough for 
mu-ketry to beengagtd. 

The losses of our army during these seven en- 
gagements is not knownj but 20,000 is considered 
to be as near an estimate as cin be given at pres- 
ent, in killed, wounded, anJ missing. Many of 
those at prosent unaccounted far, may have strag- 
gled away through the country, anu may hereaf- 
ter return. 

The less of 'he enemy in killed must have baen 
heavy We have 700 pris mers, among whom are 
three Lieutenants ai.d on* Msj >r. 

The reported capture if fjen. Magru ler is pro- 
bably a mistake 

The loss in field artillery fa about thirty pieces. 

During the Seven days, Gsn. Reynolds, and 
Capt. Kiogsbnrv, of his staff, were taken prison- 
ers, as also Col Stoikton, of Michigan. 

Gen. Meade, (f PennsylAania, was severely 
wi-undsd 

General Burns was wounded ii the face. Gen- 
eral Sumner and General Heint z luian were both 
■lightly wounded in their left arms, but nevor 
left the field General McCall was ssen to fall 
from bis horse during the bittle, and was taken 
prisoner. Tha extent of his injuries are not 
known.
